THE NEPIGON, 


Northwest Magazine; Where does the St 
Lawrence river rise? Some will probably 
say in Lake Ontario; others in Lake Super. 
ior, Ne ther answer is quite correct. 

Like the Amazon, this river haa a differ- 
ent name for every part of its course. The 
St. Lawrence between Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario ia called the Niagara, between Lake 
Erie and Lake Huron the St, Chait and De- 
troit river, and between Lake Huron anil 
Lake Superior the St, Mary's river, Yet are 
these all one and the same river, the lakes 
being but so many expansions of ite waters. 

Beyond Lake Superior, to the northward, 
there is still anotlrer portion of its coarse, 
called the Nepigon, a noble stream of clear, 
azure-tinted water, nearly as large as the 
Hudson in volame, which flows down from 
the great Lake Nepigon in the heart of the 
Canadian wilderness, 

Until recently Lake Nepigon has been but 
little known, On our maps it is figured as 
much smaller than it really in. Its aeotdal 
dimensions a-e about seventy three miles in 
length by fifty-one in breadth. These figures 
give but an inadequate idea of ita mze, for 
there are tive great bays varying from twen- 
ty to tem miles in length. The actual coast 
line of the labe is not much less than 600 
miles. 

Twelve rivers of considerable size, four of 
then rising far up on the “divide” toward 
James bav, flow into it, and ite waters rival 
those of Lake George in purity and clearness, 
It literally ewarms with whitefish and trout. 

The Nepigon river -the outlet of the lake~ 
may be tairly termed the northerly and apper 
course of the St. Lawreuce, not only from ite: 
size, exceeding greatly all other rivers flow. 
ing into Lake Saperior, but from the clear- 
ness and color of ite watez, and other genvral 
characteristics, 

Whereas the other smaller rivers of Lake 
Superior are **black-water” rivers; that is to 
any, having turbid or stained water, the Ne- 
pigon is a clear and beautiful river of the 
aaine azure, nea-yreen and marine-blue water 
which ove sees at Niagara andin the St. 
Lawrence,
